Joining the regular army in 1859, 
he was with the garrison on _ the 
Isle of Wight for a year. 

Following up the refusal of United 
States to surrender two British 
commissioners taken prisoner off 
pes British ship, Trent, by an Amer- 
ear privateer, Britain sent troops 
jacross the Atlantic to enforce the 
demand. War was averted by their 
surrender but Austin Price was a 


member of that expeditionary 
force. 

The sailing ship on which he 
embarked was struck by a_ severe 
storm. Waves tore off the  fore- 
mast, jib, cook’s galley and_ the 


bulwarks, so that they lost all but 
one of the 47 horses carried. Finally 
without food for three days they 
kept the minute gun firing which 
brought the mail boat between 
Halifax and Newfoundland to their 
rescue. 


Later stationed in New Brunswick, 


to South Africa. 

Rough trails and African sun put 
him in hospital for a time, but he 
spent three years in that land. 
Army rations were small in those 
days he recalls: breakfast, pint of 
coffee and bread; dinner, soup, meat 
and potatoes; supper, bread and 
tea; one pound of bread being the 
daily ration of each soldier. Twice 
yearly they received a_ gift of six- 
pegce from the Queen, called 
“cherry-merry” money. 

After returning to England his 
regiment was sent to India, a sail- 
ing voyage of three months. Their 
tents were pitched near the famous 
“black hole of Calcutta,” but the 
jworst palce he struck was inland 
at Dum Dum. 


Following his ‘discharge he was 
married in England. Later with 
their infant son, Bert, they went 


to Brazil, but disappointed with con- 
ditions returned to Birkenhead. 
Moving to Canada in 1875, he set- 
tled at Aylmer, Ont. In 1915 they 
moved to the Wetaskiwin district 
where they still reside.

RECEIPTS SOAR BUT 
DEFICIT IS $389,415 


Edmonton, Nov. 16.—A cash deficit 
of $389,415 is the Alberta govern- 
ment’s showing for the first six 
months of the fiscal yéar, ending Sep- 
tember 30, as compared with a deficit 
of $2,989,831 for the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The government’s receipts increas- 
ed $2,176,166, while expenditures were 
reduced $424,249. Reduction in the 
deficit from last year’s figures a 
mounts to $2,600,416. 

These figures were give? in the 
government’s second quarterly  fi- 
nancial statement, which was issued 
Wednesday. 


OUTPUT OF SUGAR 
20,000,000 POUNDS 


Lethbridge, Nov. 16.—Two hundred 
thousand bags, or 20,000,000 Ibs, of 
sugar have been manufactured at the 
Raymond sugar factory to date, ac- 
cording to figures released Wednes- 
day morning. This represents, rough- 
ly, one-half the estimated output of 
the mill for the present run. 

The factory is likely to be opera- 
ting up to the middle of January, 
establishing a new factory recod. 

Another pay day for beet growers 
is scheuled for Dec. 1, when pay- 
ment for approximately 40,000 tons 
of beets will be made. At $5 a ton, 
the initial contract price, the 
cheques to growers will aggregate 
$200,000. The first payment made 
was $300,000, so that on Dec. 1, the 
growers will have received half a 
mililon dollars for beet deliveries.

MUNICIPALITIES’ DELEGATES 
RAP ENLARGEMENT SCHEME 


Calgary, Nov. 19.—Enlargment of 
municipal districts coupled with dras- 
tic reduction in the total number of 
these in the province met the stern 
disapproval of delegates to the Al 
berta Association of Municipal Dis- 
tricts convention on Friday morning, 
Not only did the delegates go on re- 
cord as being opposed to the prin- 
ciple of enlarged areas, but they 
also refused to allow the question to 
,&0 back to their executive for another 
12 months’ consideration. Decision 
on both these questions were decisive. 

Expressions from the floor of the 
convention hall gave evidence of 
widespread skepticism ~ concerning 
possible savings through the plan of 
amalgamation and fears that powers 
now possessed by municipal councils 
would be usurped. 

Robert English, deputy minister of 
municipal affairs, Edmonton, opened 
the morning session with an outline 
of the aims behind the proposed plan. 
There is need, he’ said, for unified 
provincial thought on public matters 
and the enlarged areas scheme was a 
step from localism to this ideal. Forty 
municipal reeves could come to satis- 
factory conclusions ‘with the provin- 

cial . cabinet and present a united 
front in making representations to 
Ottawa or elsewhere, whereas as pre- 
sent it was difficult to secure con- 
certed opinion, he pointed out. 

An annual saving of $200,000 in 
the administration of municipal dis- 
\tricts was predicted through the plan 
by the deputy minister even after 
making generous allowances for in- 
creased local staffs to take care of the 
greater volume of work. It was mani- 
‘festly unfair, the speaker continued, 
that the scheme should be turned 
down because it was new. The com- 
plaint of certain ranchers that the 
plan would ruin the livestock in- 
dustry was largely due to lack of 
| information concerning the details 
reaching the complainants, he stated, 
but he agreed that industrial areas 
and fands fit for grazing only shouid 
be excluded from the reorganization, 
and that inequalities held to exist be- 
| tween leased grazing land and deeded 
grazing land should be studied closely 
before definite suggestions are made. 
The plan offers municipalities a 
broader basis of taxation, the speaker 
stated, in concluding his address. 

Following Mr. English’s outline of 
the benefits suggested by the plan, 
the’ president, Frank H. Holmes, per- 
mitted delegates to address questions 
to the deputy minister. Most import- 
ant of these, with the answers given, 
were: 

Will engineers be appointed to con- 
trol the _Work undertaken by new 
municipal councils? No change from 
the system at present in force is con- 
templated. 

How can the larger units broaden 
their bases of taxation? The muni- 
cipalitiés may be relieved of taxes at 
present being levied. The broader 
base will follow greater equalization. 

Will each school district have its 
own mill rate? It is not the inten- 
tion that the system at present in

annually, what salary is allowed 
reeve? Five hundred dollars per year. 
Here the association secretary, Ed- 
mund Pinchbeck, interposed that local 
self-control will prevail under the pro- 
posed scheme as at present. 

Can the affairs of the larger units 
be dealt with by councils im the same 
amount of time now given? It will 
be necessary that councils confine 
their activities to administration and 
avoid legislating. If they do this there 
should be no excessive demand upon 
the time of the councillors. 


Who will bear the burden of ad- 
ministering districts at present a loss 
to the ‘provinte?: There ‘should be no 
demand for improvements where no 
contribution to the district is made. 
Special consideration must be given 
special areas. 

At this stage of the deliberations 
the delegates focussed their discus- 
sion upon the resolution presented 
earlier in the session: “Resolved that 
we approve the principle of larger dis- 
tricts as outlined to this convention.” 

At the insistent call of “question,” 
the president asked for a vote upon 
the resolution, the result being its 
overwhelming defeat. Another reso- 
lution suggesting that action be de- 
ferred and that the executive present 
its studied opinion a year hence was 
almost unanimously defeated earlier 
in the proceedings.

In Whole of Animal World 
H ostile to His Own Kindred 


It sounds incredible, but neverthe- 
less it is true. If everybody in this 
world of ours were six feet tall and a 
foot and a half wide and a foot thick 
(and that is making people a little 
bigger than they usually are), then 
the whole of the human race (ac- 
cording to the latest statistics nearly 
2,000,000,000) could be packed into ‘a 
box measuring half a mile in each di- 
dection. If you don’t believe me, .fig- 
ure it out for yourself, states Hendrik 
Willem van Loon, in “Van  Loon’s 
Geography.” 

If we transplanted that box to the 
edge of the Grand Canyon of Arizona 
and gave the unwieldy contraption a 
slight push, there would be a moment 
of crunching and ripping as the wood- 
en planks loosened the stones and 
trees on their downward path, and 
then a low bumpity-bumpity-bump 
and a sudden splash when the outer 
edge struck the banks of the Color- 
ado River, 


Then silence and oblivion! The 
human sardines in their mortuary 
chest would soon be forgotten. The 
canyon would go on battling wind and 
sun and rain as it has done since it 
was created. The world would con- 
tinue to run its even course. Astron- 
omers on distant planets would have 
noticed nothing out of the ordinary. 
A century form now, a little mound, 
densely covered with vegetable mat- 
ter would perhaps indicate where hu- 
manity lay buried. 

And that would all. 

I can well imagin® that some of my 
readers will feel rather uncomfortable 
when they see their race reduced to 
such sublime insignificance. There 
is however, an angle to the problem 
which makes the very smallness of 
our numbers and the helplessness of 
our puny bodies a matter of profound 
pride. 

Here we are, a mere handful of 
weak mammals. Ever since’ the 
dawn of the first day we have been 
surrounded by hordes of creatures 
infinitely better prepared for the 
struggle of existence. Some of them 
were a hundred feet long and weighed 
as much as a small locomotive while 
others had teeth as sharp as the blade 
of a circular saw. Many varieties 
went about clad in armor. Others were 
invisible to the human! eye but multt-. 
plied at a terrific rate. And whereas 
man could exist only under the most 
favorable: circumstances, ona few 
pieces of dry land between the high 
mountains and the deep sea, these 
fellow-passengers of ours considered 
on summit too high and no sea too 
deep. 


When we learn on eminent auth- 
ority that certain insects are able to 
disport themselves in petroleum and 
that others manage to live through 
such changes: in temperature as would 
kill all of us within a very few min- 
utes, then we begin to realize against 
what sort of competitors we have 
peen forced to hold our own ever since 
we made our first appearance upon 
this whirling bit of rock, lost some- 
where in the darkest outskirts of an 
indifferent universe. 

What a joke we must have been 
to our pachydermous contemporar- 
jes who stood by and watched this 
pinkish sport of nature indulge in 
its first clumsy efforts to walk on 
its hind legs! But what has become 
of those rulers by brute force over al- 
most 200,000,000 square miles of land 
and water? They have disappeared 
except where, as “Exhibit A” or “B” 
we have kindly given them parking 
place in one of our museums. 


In short, during only a couple of 


creatures who enjoyed not one single 
advantage over their enemies except 
the divine gift of reason. 

Even there I am exaggerating. The 
gift of reason in its more sublime 
form is restricted to a mere handful 
of men and women. They become the 
masters who lead. The others can 
only follow. The result is a strange 
and halting procession—10,000 stragg- 
lers for every true pioneer. 

Whither the route of march will 
evewtually lead us, that we do not 
know. But’ in the light of what has 
been achieved during the last 400 
years, there is no limit to the sum 
total of our potential achievements 
—unless we are tempted away from 
the path of normal development by 
our strange inherent cruelty which 
makes us treat other members of 
our own species as we would never 
treat a cow or a dog or even a tree. 


This earth of ours is a good home. 
It produces benefits in so abundant 
measure that every man, woman and 
child could have his or her share with 
a little extra supply thrown. in for the 
inevitable days of rest. But nature 
has her own code of laws. They are 
inexorable and there is no court of 
appeal. Nature will give unto us 
without stint, but in return she de- 
mands that we study her precepts 
and abide by her dictates. A hundred 
cows in a meadow meant for only 
50 spells disaster—a bit of wisdom 
with which every farmer is thorough- 
ly familiar A million people gather- 
ed in one spot where there should be 
only 100,000 causes congestion, povy- 
erty and unnecessary suffering—a 
fact which apparently has bean over- 
looked by those who are supposed to 
guide our destinies. 

But there is a more serious way 
in which we offend our generous 
foster-mother Man is the only living 
organism that is hostile to its own

Parliament has spent the last week ,interests of the Nation that increases 


in Committee of Ways and Means dis- 
cussing in detail the agreements of 
the Imperial Conference prior to pas- 
sing the Bill for its third reading. Al- 
though a week has been spent in this 
way, little more than half the items 
have been considered, and if the Op- 
position continues its barrage it is 
not likely that the House will close 
for recess before the end of next 
week. The discussion which has tak- 
en place does not differ from the dis- 
eussions which have been repeated 
year after year in the consideration 
of Budgets. Some items, it is true, 
may be different, that is to say, the 
discussion may take place on tariffs 
on automobiles or on barbed wire; or 
the tariff may be raised 2 per cent or 
6 per cent—but there is no alteration 


f 
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in the tariff should be made. 

The fiercest opposition on the 
agreements is taking place on barb- 
ed wire and cream separators. Per- 
haps if I state the position in respect 
to these two items, and indicate the 
argments, pro and con, it will be a 
fair sample of all the arguments. 


With regard to barbed wire, prior 
to the present agreement with Great 
Britain this commodity was free un- 
der the British Preference, and free 
also both under the Intermediate and 
General tariffs. Under the new rate 
as fixed in the agreement, it is free 
under British Preference, 10 per cent 
Intermediate, and 10 per cent General 
tariff.

To 
this the. Government again’ replies 
that there will be no increase in price 
and this added protection may enable 
Great Britain to compete successfully 
against other countries’ in our mark- 
ets. And so these comparisons go on 
“ad infinitum.” 

The Prime Minister made a state- 
ment this week in regard to a wheat 
bonus. The Government had been urg- 
ed by the organized farmers of the 
West to renew the bonus on wheat, 
but Mr. Bennett’s statement the other 
day was such as to leaVe no hope ut 
all-that a bonus will be forthcoming. 
The substance of his statement was 


that unless hedging operations could 
be carried on, there would be no mar- 
keting of this years’ crop.” Further 
Mr. Bennett pointed out that under 
such circumstances, and since specu- 
lators who practically carried on 
hedging had departed from the mark- 
et, the Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers, Limited, was the only 
available hedging organization left in 
Western Canada. So that under the 
Relief Act passed last Session of Par- 
liament, the Government decided to 
give its support to the hedging oper- 
ations. The Prime Minister stated 
that, had the Government not acted 
in this way, the price of wheat would 
undoubtedly have dropped to _ less 
than 40¢ per bushel, and he further 
indicated that the Government did not 
a ticipate any very serious loss as 
the result of its effort. 

Whatever truth there may be in the 
Prime Minister’s statement that by 
assiting the hedging on the market 
they have helped to keep the price of 
wheat from dropping to 40¢, no doubt 
the Western farmers will be keenly 
disappointed, when they learn that 
there will be no bonuses for this year. 

The new loan has at last been fully 
subscribed, and that fact is no doubt 
very acceptable to the administration. 
In connection therewith Mr. Bennett 
departed somewhat from the position 
which he has rigidly held for the 


but through ‘the $35,000,000 which he 
borrowed from the banks he has, as a 
matter of fact inflated, under cover of 
a loan. It is true that this only goes 
for two years. If at that time it has 
been redeemed out of the taxes col- 
lected, then the whole transaction will 
be wiped out. And there will be no 
more money in circulation at that 
time than there is now so far.as this 
matter is concerned; but in the mean- 
time, the Government has actually 
created $35,000,000 of new money 
which, for two years at least, will be 
in circulation in Canada and having 
no gold reserve behind the issue. Al- 
though the banks obtain only 1 per 
cent for handling the $35,000,000 of 
new money, they will profit by $700,- 
000. In addition to that with the new 
Dominion currency amounting to the 
$35,000,000, the banks could, if the 
demand warranted, pyramid credit 
loans upon that equal to at least ten 
times the amount of $35,000,000. If 
this were done at 6 per cent, the bene- 
fit would be very great indeed to the 
banking fraternity. 

The “Bright Fan" enquiry was 
brought to the attention of the House 
by Mr Stitt, Conservative Member 
from The Pas, Manitoba. It will be 
remembered that the “Bright Fan” 
'was the name of the ship which 
' struck an iceberg in the Hudson Bay 
some weeks ago and sank with her 
load of wheat. Mr. Stitt confidently 
‘expressed the opinion that the sinking 
of the “Bright Fan’ was engineered 
_for the purpose of discrediting the 
Hudson Bay route, and that he had 
proofs, in fact, he declared that the 
‘ships officers had hunted for several 


bought by a Montreal Company for

in the evidence during the enquiry in 
Canada that another vessel, which left 
port. several hours after the “Bright 
Fas.” was two hundred miles further 
on its voyage than the “Bright Fan” 
when that ship sank, and that when 
she sank, she was thirty-two miles off 
her course.

tent. Both bran and whole’ wheat 
furnish iron, the mineral essential in 
preventing secondary anemia. 

A simple rule to follow in planning 
meals which will provide the ounce 
of prevention is to include in every 
day’s menu bran or whole wheat at 
least one fruit and at least two vege- 
tables. The bran need not always 
be eaten as accereal. It can be baked 


into muffins, breads, cookies, or. 


‘desserts. 
Bran Date Bars 

3 eggs, 114 cups brown sugar, % 
cup flour, % teaspoon baking pow- 
der, % cup all bran, 1 cup nut meats 
(chopped), % cup dates (cut fine). 

Beat the eggs until light, add the 
sugar and beat well. Add the flour 
sifted with the baking powder. Add 
bran, nuts, and dates. Spread the mix- 
ture in a layer one-half inch thick 
‘in a greased shallow-pan: Bake in a 
moderate oven (375° F.) for about 
20-30 minutes. 

Remove from the oven and while 
warm, cut into squares or bars. Roll 
bihe pieces in powdered sugar or serve 
as a pudding with whipped cream. 

Yield: 24 bars—1’x3”. 

Bran Corn Bread With Bacon 

2 eggs (beaten slightly), %4 cup 
sugar, % cup bran, 1 cup corn meal, 1 
cup milk, % cup flour, 4% teaspoon 
salt, 2 teaspoons baking powder, % 
pound bacon (diced). 

Combine eggs and sugar thor- 
oughly; add all-bran, corn meal and 
milk. Sift dry ingredients together, 
add to first mixture and pour * into 
greased baking dish (9x12 imches is a 
suitable size to use). Sprinkle bacon 
over top. Bake at 400° F. for twenty 
minutes, then slip dish under broiler 
for about three minutes to brown the 
crust and to crisp the bacon. 

Yield: 16 servings.

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SEIZING GRAIN FOR TAXES 


In view of the activities of several 
municipal districts in seizing grain 
for arrears of taxes when farmers did 
not pay promptly, it is intersting to 
note that the Financial Post thinks 
the procedure constitutes the begin- 
ning of a new policy.

“In the past the municipalities have 
generally followed the procedure of 
seizing the land itself. As a large 
percentage of western farms . ‘are 
mortgaged this had the effect of put- 
ting it up to the lending institutions 
and investors to put up the tax mon- 
ey and thus save the security for 
their loans. This has meant that in 
times of business distress the mcrt- 
gage companies have paid the taxes 
and added them\to their loans.

‘It is better all around that farm- 
ers should pay their taxes themselves. 
Not only does it reduce the likelihood 
of their eventually losing their homes 
through the accumulation of a burden 
beyond their ability to pay but it en- 
sures that they will be active in 
pressing for economy in municipal 
spending. 

“It sounds like a very brutal and 
cold-blooded thing for a municipality 
to-do,- to seize-a-farmers’-grain when 
he is having difficulty in carrying on 
in any event, but in the long run it is 
in the farmers’ best interests and is 
much better than attaching the land. 
The policy is being applied with some 
lenience and in no case is it being 
enforced in such a way as to leave 
any farmer in want.”

The fiercest opposition on _ the 
agreements is taking place on barb- 
ed wire and cream separators. Per- 
haps if I state the position in respect 
to these two items, and indicate the 
argments, pro and con, it will be a 
fair sample of all the arguments. 


With regard to barbed wire, prior 
to the present agreement with Great 
Britain this commodity was free un- 
der the British Preference, and free 
also both under the Intermediate and 
General tariffs. Under the new rate 
as fixed in the agreement, it is free 
under British Preference, 10 per cent 
Intermediate, and 10 per cent General 
tariff. But we must next look at our 
imports of barbed wire. From what 
countries do we import? Last year 
we imported as follows: 

From the United Kingdom, $9,312 
worth of barbed wire; From Belgium, 
$86,811 worth; from Germany, $27,905 
worth, from Netherlands, $22,994 
worth; from United States, $187,192 
worth.

It will be seen from this that an 
increase of 10 per cent on the Inter- 
mediate and General tariffs against 
other countries would, in all prob- 
abilities, increase the price of barbed 
wire to farmers. The reply of the 
Government to this contention is that 
they guarantee that no increase’ in 
price will take place, and that with 
the increased tariffs against the im- 
portations from other countries, 
Great Britain, which has now only 
$9,312 worth of trade in this commod- 
ity would have an opportunity to

The cream separator item is a little 
more difficult for the Government to 
handle. Before the Preference agree- 
ment was made with Great Britain, 
cream separators were free not only 
from Great Britain, but free under the 
Intermediate and General tariffs as: 
well. Now they are free from Great 
Britain, with a 25 per cent Intermed- 
iate and 25 per cent General tariff. It 
would appear, however, that the Unit- 
ed Kingdom does not even ‘manufac- 
ture cream separators of the type that 
Canada would import and during the 
past year we have imported:

Again, the Opposition argued that 
the result of the 25 per cent increase 
in, the Intermediate and. General tar- 
iffg..will mean 4 protection to the 
Canadian manufacturer and a raise in 
price to the consumer, without any. 
benefit at all to Great Britain. To 
this the Government again’ replies 
that there will ‘be no increase in price 
and this added protection may enable 
Great Britain “to compete successfully 
against other countries in our mark- 
ets. And so these comparisons go on 
“ad infinitum.” 
The Prime Minister made a state- 
ment this week in regard to a wheat 
bonus. The Government had been urg- 
ed by the organized farmers of the 
West to renew the bonus on wheat, 
but Mr. Bennett’s statement the other 
day was such as to leavVe no hope at 
all-that a bonus will be forthcoming. 
The substance of his statement was 


that unless hedging operations could 
be carried on, there would be no mar- 
keting of this years’ crop.” Further 
Mr. Bennett pointed out that under 
such circumstances, and since specu- 
laters who practically carried on 
hedging had departed from the mark- 
et, the Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers, Limited, was the only 
available hedging organization left in 
Western Canada. So that under the 
Relief Act passed last Session of Par- 
liament, the Government decided to 
give its support to the hedging oper- 
ations. The Prime Minister stated 
that, had the Government not acted 
in this way, the price of wheat would 
undoubtedly have dropped to _ less 
than 40¢ per bushel, and he further 
indicated that the Government did not 
anticlpate any very serious loss as 
the result of its effort. 

Whatever truth there may be in the 
Prime Minister’s, statement that by 
assiting the hedging on the market 
they have helped to keep the price of 
wheat from dropping to 40¢, no doubt 
the Western farmers will be keenly 
disappointed, when they learn that 
there will be no bonuses for this year. 

The new loan has at last been fully 
subscribed, and that fact is no doubt 
very acceptable to the administration. 
In connection therewith Mr. Bennett 
departed somewhat from the position 
which he has rigidly held for the 
last two years. He has obstinately re- 
fused up to this time to take any 
steps towards checking the deflation, 
but through ‘the $35,000,000 which he 
borrowed from the banks he has, as a 
matter of fact inflated, under cover of 
a loan. It is true that this only goes 
for two years. If at that time it has 
been redeemed out of the taxes col- 
lected, then the whole transaction will 
be wiped out. And there will be no 
more money in circulation at that 
time than there is now so far.as this 
matter is concerned; but in the mean- 
time, the Government has _ actually 
created $35,000,000 of new money 
which, for two years at least, will be 
in circulation in Canada and having 
no gold reserve behind the issue. Al- 
though the banks obtain only 1 per 
cent for handling the $35,000,000 of 
new money, they will profit by $700,- 
000. In addition to that with the new 
Dominion currency amounting to the 
$35,000,000, the banks could, if the 
demand warranted, pyramid credit 
loans upon that equal to at least ten 
times the amount of $35,000,000. If 
this were done at 6 per cent, the bene- 
fit would be very great indeed to the 
banking fraternity. 


The “Bright Fan” enquiry was 
brought to the attention of the House 
by Mr Stitt, Conservative Member 
from The Pas, Manitoba. It will be 
remembered that the “Bright Fan” 
‘was the name of the’ ship which 
' struck an iceberg in the Hudson Bay 
some weeks ago and sank with her 
load of wheat. Mr. Stitt confidently 
‘expressed the opinion that the sinking 
of the “Bright Fan’ was engineered 
for the purpose of discrediting the 
Hudson Bay route, and that he had 
proofs, in fact, he declared that the 
ships officers had hunted for several 
days through the Bay to find an ice- 
‘berg to run into. In this connection 
there are rumors that the vessel was 
bought by a Montreal Company for 
$22,000 some time ago, and that she 
was insured for $75,000. It came out 
in the evidence during the enquiry in 
Canada that another vessel, which left 
port. several hours after the “Bright 
Fas.” was two hundred miles further 
on its voyage than the “Bright Fan” 
when that ship sank, and ‘hat when 
She sank, she was thirty-two miles off 
her course. The Board of Enquiry in 
Canada found “negligence on the part 
of the Officers of the ‘Bright Fan’ ” 
as the cause of the disaster. A further 
enquiry is being conducted by the 
Board of Trade of Great Britain,

MUNICIPALITIES’ DELEGATES 
RAP ENLARGEMENT SCHEME 


Calgary, Nov. 19.—Enlargment of 
municipal districts coupled with dras- 
tic reduction in the total number of 
these in the province met the stern 
disapproval of delegates to the Al- 
berta Association of Municipal Dis- 
tricts convention on Friday morning. 
Not only did the delegates go on re- 
cord as being opposed to the prin- 
ciple of enlarged areas, but they 
also refused to allow the question to 
£0 back to their executive for another 
12 months’ consideration. Decision 
on both these questions were decisive. 

Expressions from the floor of the 
convention hall gave evidence of 
widespread skepticism ~ concerning 
possible savings through’ the plan of 
amalgamation and fears that powers 
now possessed by municipal councils 
would be usurped. 

Robert English, deputy minister of 
municipal affairs, Edmonton, opened 
the morning session with an outline 
of the aims behind the proposed plan. 
There is need, he said, for wnified 
provincial thought on public matters 
and the enlarged areas scheme was a 
step from localism to this ideal. Forty 
municipal reeves gould come to satis- 
factory conclusions with the provin- 
cial . cabinet and present a united 
front in making representations to 
Ottawa or elsewhere, whereas as pre- 
sent it was difficult to secure  con- 
certed opinion, he pointed out. 

An annual saving of $200,000 in 
pene administration of municipal dis- 
i tricts was predicted through the plan 
by the deputy minister even after 
making generous allowances for in- 
creased local staffs to take care of the 
greater volume of work. It was mani- 
‘festly unfair, the speaker continued, 
that the scheme should be turned 
down because it was new. The com- 
plaint of certain ranchers that the 
plan would ruin the livestock in- 
dustry was largely due to lack of 
| information concerning the details 
reaching the complainants, he stated, 

but he agreed that industrial areas 
and flands fit for grazing only shouid 
be excluded from the reorganization, 
So that inequalities held to exist be- 
| tween leased grazing land and deeded 
grazing land should be studied closely 
before definite suggestions are made. 
The plan offers municipalities a 
broader basis of taxation, the speaker 
stated, in concluding his address. 

Following Mr. English’s outline of 
j the benefits suggested by the plan, 
the president, Frank H. Holmes, per- 
mitted delegates to address questions 
to the deputy minister. Most import- 
ant of these, with the answers given, 
were: 

Will engineers be appointed to con- 
trol the work undertaken by new 
municipal councils? No change from 
the system at present in force is con- 
templated. 

How can the larger units broaden 
their bases of taxation? The muni- 
cipalitiés may be relieved of taxes at 
present being levied. The broader 
base will follow greater equalization. 

Will each school district have its 
own mill rate? It is not the inten- 
tion that the system at present in

At this stage of the deliberations 
the delegates focussed their discus- 
sion upon the resolution presented 
earlier in the session; ‘‘Resolved that 
we approve the principle of larger dis- 
tricts as outlined to this convention.” 

At the insistent call of “question,” 
the president asked for a vote upon 
the resolution, the result being its 
overwhelming defeat. Another reso- 
lution suggesting that action be de- 
ferred and that the executive present 
its studied opinion a year hence was 
almost unanimously defeated earlier 
in the proceedings.

Senator Borah estimates that the 
economic depression has_ cost the 
United States £30,000,000,000 (about 
$150,000,000,000). Such calculations 
are necessarily conjectural, but the 
loss has certainly been fabulous, and 
must continue so long as the world’s 
financial machinery is thrown hope-

Here are two instances of red tape 
as practiced in Washington, which 
very ‘closely exemplifies the situation 
as it exists in Canada.
